A2 & 7P8, BOTSWANA AND LESOTHO (African Double Jump DXpedition - Update). 


Fabrizio, IN3ZNR, reports that they have lost a member of their team. Mauro, IN3QBR, will 
not be joining the team on this DXpedition (no reason given). He reports everything is ready for 
this African effort. Operators are: Joe/AA4NN, Aldo/IK2ANI and Fabrizio/IN3ZNR. Activity 
will take place between June 28th- July 13th. In June, they will be traveling to South Africa, 
so it is possible for some operations using ZS/home calls.
